Already the men are veterans
for nothing the Germans have in
stock remains to be shown them, ex-
cept a great mass attack. Thus far
everything that has been tried by the
enemy against them has been dis-
counted and in some instances doubly
discounted.

Stories from the front by the Asso-
ciated Press tell of the intrepidity of
the men in trench raiding operations
of their coolness under fire and in re-
turning fire, the accuracy of aim of
the gunners and the intense watchful-
ness at observation posts to see that
the enemy obtains no undue advan-
tage in surprise attack.

The only criticism thus for heard
regarding the Americans is their de-
sire to be up and at the enemy. Like
their brothers in'the North—the Can-
adians—they are hard to hold in
regtraint. As one distinguished
French officer expressed it, “‘they are
loo anxious to get at grips with the
enemy."

There still is no indication of the
near approach of the expected big of-
fensive by the Germans along the line
in France and Belgium. The opera~
tions consist almost entirely of mut-
ual bombardments and minor attacks
by raiding parties. The roar of the
big guns is greatest in the Cham-
Pagne region on several sectors, par-
ticularly near Tahure, where one unit
of the Americans is fighting shoulder-
to-shoulder with the French. Like-
wise, all along the Italian front from
Lake Grada to the midle of the Paive
river artillery engagements are in
progress.

Saturday night's attempted air raid
on London proved a failure, only one
German airplane of the six that came
across the water reaching the capitol
through the heavy barrage sent up by
the British anti-aircraft batteries.
One of the enemy’s planes is reported
to have been forced down into the sea

ANXIOUS TO MEET GERMANS

Officers Find Trouble to Restrain
American Soldiers.

Grand Headquarters of the French
Army, Feb, 16 (By the Associated
Press, )—~American and French troops
for geveral days back have bheen hold-
ing in unison the front line trenches
on one of the most famous battle-
fields of the wxr, the name of which
is known throughout the world. The

versation with both Freneh and
Americans facing the enemy side by
side is that the union is not only of
fighting forces but of firm purpose to
win victory by mutual aid.

“There is only one criticismm to be
made in connection with the Ameri-
cans,” said a distinguished French/of-
ficer to the correspondent who spent
a whole day among the Americans
holding the line. *“They are too anx-
ious to get at grips with the enemy."”

American officers confirmed this,
declaring that their chief trouble was
to restrain their men.

It is inadvisable to designale the
units confronting the Germans, but
all the men are bending to their task
and they are anxious to have the peo-
ple at home know that they are well
satisfied and determined to perform
to their utmost the duties before
them, .

“Tell the home folk that we are
happy to be in the fighting; the work
is hard and trying, but that is why
we are here. Nothing could induce
us to leave it until the job is finished
and the Germans are beaten.”

Such, in substance, arc the ex-
pressions of dozens of American
troops now curryving on in the actual
fighting line. .
